All even numbered sections of Dominion 
Linds in Manitoba or the North-West Ter- 
ritories, except 8 and 26, which have not 
been homestended, reserved to provide wood 
ots for settlers, or other Purposes, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of a famt!v, or male over eighteen vears 
of ave, to the extent of one quarter section 
of 160 acres, more or less. 


ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the local 
lind oftiee in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteader desires he may. 
on application te the Minister of the Inter- 
ior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of Domin- 
ion Lands, Winuwipeg, receive authority for 
some one to make the entry for him. A fee 
of 2101s eharged for an ordinary homestead 
entry; but for lands which have been oecn 
pied an additional fee of $10 is chargeable to 
meet inspection and cancellation expenses. 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 

Under the present law homestead dnties 
may be performed in three ways, and on 
meking applieation for entry the settler 
must declare under which of the following 
conditions he elects to hold his land: 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence. 
dufing which period the settler may not be 
tbeent for more than six months in any one 
year without forfeiting the entry.

Microbes in Agriculture. 
' The somewhat recent discov ery and 
emo irutiou tlat Ue tertility of the soil 
ig due lo the presence tm it of liwing germs 
| of creatuaes, and that (hey are active only 
} when there are ne prepytiens of certain 
vexetable and mineral substances, goes tor 
toward the solution of problem 
cultural practice fer which there has been 
heretofore uv -aticient one Why 
' gardens should be manure-sick after vears 
,of eultivation : why land should be ome 
| clover-sick, dandelion-stck, plaintaim sick, 
| bull-thistle-sick, and sick of everything too 
long grown upon it, has never been so 
nearly clearly understood as now. It 
| *ppears as if the work of preparing foed 
‘for each separate plant was committed to 
jone form of these microscopic creatures, 
' and that for success in this work there must 
be certain essential mineral and vegetable 
j elements ; and, just as certain microbes 
which produce scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, and other germ diseases require a 
| special medium to develop and work in, 
| and after that the medium becomes to them 
| sterilized, so the soil 1s sterile for a time ‘ter 
years of clover, plantain, adandelion. ball 
thistle, &c_, &e., but subsequently recovers, 
As for manure-sick, it is simply the excese 
of vegetabe matter apd perhaps nitrogen, 
| with a deficiency of the proper mineral sub- 
| stances that prevents the successful efforvs 
| of the little creatures to prepare the choice 
food for delicate vegetable organization. 
That is, the manure-sick gardens often pro- 
‘duce the hardier and coarser vegetables, 
| but fail with the oihers But if lands may 
become sterile from an excess of manure. 
they may aswell from an excess of any of 
the essential mineral substances, and for a 
good illustration of the latter, I quote the 
tact that some cotton lands of the Svuth 
have been rendered almest wholly barren 
by too liberal and too long-continued ap- 
plication of guano and other potash and 
phosphate fertilizers. 

But the point and chief significance of 
these facts is the demonstration that barn- 
yard manure and clovering are not sufficient 
' to restore or even maintain the fertility of 

the soil, and that for successful agriculture 
}on land some time in cultivation, recourse 
must be had to the commercial fertilizers 
representing the mineral constituents of 
' plant food—phosphoric acii, potash and 
lume. When the soil of Central illinois was 
rich enough in these essential elements, the 
microbes whose duty it was to prepare food 
tor the wheat plant, made it ready with se 
much strength and quantity that the spring 
| wheat attamed maturity early in the season, 
and was a success, and the cotton microbes 
were equally fortunaic : but as the soil lost 
in the necessary elements, the powers of the 
microbes were weakened, and both crops 
proved fatlures here. Sut they Succeed 
ed, the one further nerth where the cool 
season was longer, and the other south, 
where the hot season was prolonged 
| Nout seems microbes build up as well as 
tear down. When Professor Burrill tells 
us the pear blight 14 sausd by the activities 
of bacteria on the foliage and wood, © & may 
reasonably infer that the microles at 
roots which feed the tree have failed te cor 
tribute to them suflicient health and atrength 
for the green foliage and young wool to re 
sist hostile bacteria. 

In respect to restoring manuresick an! 
, overfed yardens, « sufficient addition to the 
mineral elements of plant food would, m 
| doubt, eure the patient ; but te incorporate 
| them with the sick soil »s a heavy job, and 
therefore it were more pratitable to remove
